Our  Audubon  Canyon  Ranch  drive  is  at  a crucial  point.  The  deadline 
for  our  $90,000  down  payment  is  October  26— less  than  four  weeks  away. 
We  are  still  about  $15,000  short  of  our  goal.  If  our  ranch  is  lost  because 
of  so  small  an  amount,  it  should  not  be  because  we  have  not  all  done  our 
full  part.  This  would  be  to  our  discredit  as  a conservation  organization.

I have  seen  it  previewed  at  the  laboratory  and  think  it  one 
of  the  loveliest  nature  films  I’ve  ever  seen.  You  will  all  have  a chance  to 
see  it  soon.

FIELD  TRIPS  FOR  OCTOBER 

On  Saturday,  October  6,  boat  trip  off  Monterey.  Boat  will  leave  from  Sam’s  Wharf, 
at  9 a.  m.  and  return  3 p.  m.  Park  cars  at  Fisherman’s  Wharf  Municipal  Parking  Lot. 
Do  not  park  in  the  metered  zones.  Allow  one  half  hour  to  park  car,  walk  to  Sam’s 
Wharf,  and  board  boat.  Wear  warm  clothing,  bring  lunch  and  seasick  pills.  This 
trip  will  be  at  the  time  of  heavy  migration  of  ocean  birds  that  travel  on  a route  fairly 
close  to  the  coast  off  Monterey.  Black-footed  Albatross,  Sooty  and  Pink-footed  Shear- 
water, Black  and  Ashy  Petrel,  Pomarine  and  Parasitic  Jaeger,  and  Skua  have  been 
seen  on  previous  trips.  A group  of  expert  birders  from  Los  Angeles,  headed  by  Aronld

Tuesday,  October  9,  to  Redwood  Regional  Park  in  Oakland.  Meet  at  9 a m at  the 
park  gate  on  Skyline  Blvd.  close  to  Totterdell  Street.  Those  who  do  not  have  private- 
transportation  meet  at  the  traffic  light  by  the  Altenhcim,  1720  MacArthur  Blvd.  be- 
tween 8:00  and  8:30  a.  m No.  57  and  15  AC  Transit  buses  pass  by  here.

On  Satin  day,  October  20,  to  Point  Reyes  Peninsula.  Land,  shore  and  water  birds 
aic  numeious  here  at  this  time.  The  varied  habitat  of  fresh  and  salt  water  marshes, 
open  fields,  open  water  and  wooded  places  attracts  many  species.  Golden  Plovers' 
Pectoral  Sandpipers  and  a Yellow-shafted  Flicker  were  seen  last  year  at  this  time.  Over 
100  species  were  checked.  Bring  binoculars,  telescopes,  lunch  and  interested  friends.
